--The Philippines has announced an import liberalization schedule for an array 
of products, including many horticultural items. 


Products liberalized no 
longer will require prior import approval from the Central Bank. 


According to 


the announcement, fresh cherries, apricots, and figs, chestnuts, and fresh or 
dried dates were liberalized in December 1986.

UPDATE 


--On Dec. 27, 1986, Turkey liberalized imports of fresh citrus, tree nuts, 


frozen and canned fruit, and jams and jellies by removing them from the list 
of imports subject to government permission. However, at the same time Turkey 
imposed hefty import surcharges on these products. The surcharges are $150 
per metric ton for fresh citrus, $1,400 per ton for almonds and pistachios, 


$200 per ton for frozen fruit, $1,000 per ton for canned fruit, and $5,000 per 
ton for jams and jellies. 


Horticultural products remaining on Turkey’s list of restricted imports are 
fresh, frozen, provisionally preserved and dried vegetables, and hops. Turkey 
purchased only $262,000 worth of U.S. horticultural products in 1986. Almonds 
and dried fruit accounted for most of this trade. 


--The Colombian Government has revised export subsidy levels. On Jan. 26, 


1987 the Government of Colombia reapportioned the levels in its export tax 
rebate system. Under this system exporters receive a CERT (Certificate For 
Tax Payment), which may be applied to income tax payments. The value of the 
CERT is determined as a percentage of the value of the items exported. The 
revisions appear to be an effort to harmonize the subsidy levels by lowering 
existing levels and instituting new rebates for products previously 
BES UBROReeS The changes in percentages for horticultural products are as 
ollows:

--The Foreign Agricultural Service (FAS) will sponsor the U.S. Pavilion at the 
ANUGA trade show, Cologne, West Germany, October 10-15, 1987.

--U.S. firms exporting fruit to Japan that has been fumigated with methyl 


bromide should be alert to the Japanese maximum tolerance level for organic 
bromides of 10 parts per billion. 


--On Jan. 1, 1987, Indonesia began enforcing food registration requirements 
dating back to 1976. All processed food, imported and domestic, must be 


registered with the Ministry of Health. This registration is carried out by 
one of the following: the producer the firm packaging or distributing the 
product the importer the sole agent the representative office of a foreign 
country in Indonesia or an Indonesian citizen appointed or authorized by the 
producer. . 


Citrus and Products 


--The U.S.-European Community citrus agreement, reached in August 1986, 


provided for tariff concessions by both parties on a large number of products. 
The following EC tariff concessions on oranges, Minneola tangelos and frozen 

_ concentrated orange juice become effective during the second week of March, 
1987: 


Sweet oranges, "high quality"--Duty will be reduced from 20 percent and 13 
percent to 10 percent for 20,000 metric tons, entered between the first week 
of March and April 30. In subsequent years the lower duty will apply from 
February 1 through April 30. 


Minneola tangelos-—-Duty will be reduced from 20 percent to 2 percent for 
15,000 metric tons entered between the first week of March and April 30. In 
subsequent years the lower duty will apply from February'1 through April 30. 


Frozen Concentrated Orange Juice (FCOJ)--Duty will be reduced from 19 percent 
to 13 percent for 1,500 tons of concentrate of 50 degrees brix or less in 
packages of 2 liters or less. 


To be eligible for the lower duty, oranges shipped to the EC must be 
accompanied by a certificate testifying to their "high quality," and Minneolas 
must be accompanied by a certificate certifying that they are Minneolas. 

These certificates must be signed by a USDA fresh fruit and vegetable 
inspector. Lower EC duties on lemons, grapefruit an almonds will become 
effective after the U.S. Congress approves the agreement (see Horticultural 
Product Review, September 1986).

Fresh Non-Citrus 


--Canadian authorities announced that federal pa ments amounting to more than 
C$760,000 Canadian dollars(US$570,000) are being made to about 300 apple 
producers in Quebec, Ontario, New Brunswick and Nova Scotia under the final 


phase of the Eastern Canada Apple Industry Compensation and Re-Establishment 


plan. The payment brings total federal payouts under the four-year program to 
more than USS$14.4 million. 


The federal plan was established in 1983 to assist apple growers whose 
orchards were severely damaged by frost during the winter of 1980-81. 
According to Agriculture Canada, approximately C$13.9 million had been paid to 
nearly 1,000 producers by the end of 1985 for compensation assistance to 
remove dead trees and to help cover the costs of new plantings. Payments were 
based on C$12 per standard tree up to a maximum of C$1,644 per hectare. About 
80 percent of the approximately one million trees (standard, dwarf, and 
semi-dwarf) replaced under the program were planted in Quebec. 


--U.S. exports of apples for the first half of the 1986/87 (July-December) 


season totaled 103,900 tons, 38 percent more than in the first half of the 
1985/86 season. This represents a substantial recovery; 1985/86 exports 
suffered from a short crop in Washington State and an economic slump in major 
Middle East and Far East markets. This year’s doubling of exports to 
Scandinavia, the Middle East, and Taiwan has been fueled by an ample supply of 
U.S. apples, a weakened dollar, and promotional activities under the Targeted 
Export Assistance program. 


--An outbreak of black sigatoka disease has been detected in three banana 
plantations in Esmeraldas, a northwestern province of Ecuador near the 


Colombian border. Banana production in Esmeraldas is estimated at about 10 
percent of Ecuador’s total output. Black sigatoka is a fungus that destroys 
the leaf system of the banana plant, causing the fruit to be undersized, and 
fall from the plant, or fail to ripen. 


According to government officials the entire province of Esmeraldas has been 
placed under quarantine to prevent the spread of the disease to other banana 
producing areas. In addition to these measures, air fumigation is being 
carried out to stop contamination of the fungi and to prevent further spread 
of the disease, especially to the most productive areas of the southern 
provinces of Guayas and El Oro. 


Dried Fruit and Nuts 


--The EC Commission raised the maximum countervailing charge on raisins 


entering the European Community at less than the Minimum Import Price (MIP) to 
371.95 ECU about ($329) per metric ton from 231.48 ECU’s per ton, effective 
Feb. 12, 1987. The MIP was equivalent to $602 per ton at the end of February. 
According to trade sources, the decision was the result of pressure from Greek 
exporters, who have had difficulty marketing their raisins so far this year 
because of low-priced competition from Turkey. 


UPDATE 


--Tunisia’s 1986/87 date exports could reach 20,000 tons, up 18 percent from 
the previous season and nearly double 1984/85 shipments. Dates are the 
country’s second most important agricultural export crop after olive oil. 
Tunisia’s 1986/87 date crop is estimated at 59,000 tons, up 5,000 tons from 
last year, due mainly to improved yields from replacement plantings. Older 
plantings in the southern growing regions of Tozeur and Kebili are being 
replaced with the Deglet Noor variety produced for export. Tunisian dates are 
harvested between early October and February. Date output has been expanding 
rapidly over the past 5 years because the estimated 10,000 growers have been 
receiving substantial government support either directly or through GID, the 
quasi-government/private date association which manages the production, 
harvest, and export of Tunisian dates. Direct government support comes in the 
form of interest free production credit covering 15-30 percent of plantation 
renovation costs and pays 50 percent of shipping costs for dates destined for 
markets, other than France, Italy, or Spain. GID owns and operates 15 
treatment centers used by producers and local merchants for cleaning and 
conditioning dates to improve quality. It also sets minimum export prices 
denominated in French francs, for certified exporters. ,

--The United States Trade Representative, USTR, has accepted the section 301 
petition filed against India by the California Almond Growers Exchange, CAGE. 
On Feb. 19, 1987, of the USTR announced that it would investigate CAGE’s claim 
that India’s import licensing system for dried fruits and nuts has restricted 
access by U.S. producers, in violation of the General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade. USTR has 12 months from the announcement date to present its findings 
and any recommendations for retaliatory actions. India is the leading market 


for U.S. exports of inshell almonds. In 1986, inshell almonds accounted for 2 
percent of the $420 million of U.S. almond exports.

--Cold weather and rain in late February has damaged the Spanish almond bloom. 
U.S. agricultural Counselor in Madrid, reports that the damage is expected to 


reduce output from 90,000-100,000 tons, shelled basis, to about 80,000-90,000 
tons. 


Other Processed Fruit 


--On Jan. 28, 1987 the Government of Japan announced an additional grape juice 


import quota of 3,500 metric tons (5:1 concentrate) for Japanese fiscal year 
(JFY) 1986 (April 1986-March 1987). This brings the total grape juice 
allocation for JFY 1986 to 4,500 metric tons, including the 1,000-ton quota 
allocated last June. Grape juice quotas amounted to 3,500 tons for JFY 1984 
and 4,000 tons for JFY 1985. Virtually all Japanese imports of grape juice 
continue to come from the United States. 


--The Japanese Government has announced an additional import quota of 4,083 
tons of canned pineapple (equivalent to 200,000 cases of 36 No. 2 cans) for 


the second half of JFY 1986 (October 1986 - March 1987). This brings the 
total allocation for JFY 1986 to 900,000 cases, including the 700,000-case 
quota announced in May, 1986.

Wine, Beer, and Hops 


--U.S. wine exports increased in 1986 to $34 million, up from $28 million in 
1985. Still wine exports have increased by 15 percent in volume and 23 
percent in value from 1985 to 1986, accounting for $27 million of export 
revenues. Much of this increase may be attributed to expanded exports to 
Japan and the United Kingdom. Grape wine exports are up 23 percent in volume 
and 20 percent in value over the same period. Grape wine exports to Japan 
skyrocketed in 1986, up 88 percent in volume and 85 percent in value from the 
previous year. Not all exports to Canada are recorded. In 1985 U.S. export 
Statistics showed only 60 percent of Canadian wine imports from the United 
States. 





Wine imports were down in 1986, partly because the depreciation of the dollar 
relative to European currencies, caused an increase in the dollar price of 
European wines. Imports of grape wine in 1986 were down 25 percent in volume 
and 2 percent in value. The most of the United States’ wine imports come from 
Italy, France and Germany. The value of total grape wine imports remained 
between $600 and $700 million over the period from 1982-1986.

U.S, HORTICULTURAL [RADE DATA, 
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The tide of horticultural product imports which has swept over the United 
States in the last few years appears to be receding. Imports of all 
horticultural products, including beer and wine, totaled $6.6 billion in 1986, 
48 percent more than in 1982, but only a 3 percent increase over 1985. 


Imports of fruit and vegetable products--excluding beer and wine--stood at 
$4.7 billion in 1986, basically unchanged from 1985. 


Of individual commodities, wine and beer imports of $1.8 billion exceeded all 
other categories. Wine imports valued at $986 million were only 1 percent 
more than the previous year; beer imports of $784 million were up 24 percent. 


In total value, the next largest category of imports is fresh fruit, valued at 
$1,219 million. Banana imports accounted for more than half of this total, 
despite a slight decline in both value and volume. Imports of table grapes, 
the number two fresh fruit import, declined slightly to $163 million. 


The value of fruit juice imports dropped 24 percent to $696 million, despite a 
40 percent jump in the value of concentrated apple juice imports. Because of 
lower volume and price drops, the value of frozen orange juice concentrate 
(FCOJ) imports plummeted to $386 million from almost $700 million the previous 
year. Despite the decline, the value of FCOJ imports is second only to 
bananas in the overall ranking of fruit and vegetable products. Concentrated 
apple juice has moved up to fifth place. 


A 15-percent volume increase and high prices pushed fresh tomatoes to the 
number three spot overall. Imports were valued at $334 million, almost twice 
the 1985 total. This increase pushed total fresh vegetable imports to $722 
million, a 26-percent jump over 1985. 


Cashew nuts ranked fourth in value of imports of individual commodities, at 
$241 million, despite a volume decline. Total 1986 tree nut import value of 
$368 million was little changed from 1985. The jump in the value of cashew 
imports was offset by sharp drops in coconut prices. Pistachio imports 
plunged following the imposition of countervailing duties. 


Imports of canned vegetable products declined slightly to $369 million, as 
the unit value of canned mushroom and tomato product imports dropped. Import 
values of nursery products, frozen vegetables, and frozen fruits all 
increased, while imports of dried fruits dropped. 


In analyzing the long term trends of horticultural imports, it must be kept in 
mind that the data in this article are not adjusted for inflation. 


By category, the greatest increase over the past five years has been in frozen 
vegetables, imports of which have more than doubled in quantity and value. 
Next come nursery products and miscellaneous prepared foods, both of which 
have increased nearly 90 percent in value. Imports of alcoholic beverages, 
fresh vegetables, fresh fruit, and fruit juices roughly paralleled the overall 
increase of just under 50 percent.

The United States exported $183 million worth of horticultural products to 
Hong Kong in 1986, 35 percent more than in 1982. The leading categories in 
1986 were citrus fruit, mostly oranges, valued at $77 million, and fresh 
non-citrus fruit, mostly grapes, apples, plums, and prunes, valued at $38 
million. Showing the strongest growth between 1982 and 1986 were fresh plums 
and prunes, dried prunes, canned corn, frozen french fries, dehydrated 
vegetables, and beer. The only products whose shipments declined during the 
period were fresh vegetables, down from 35,000 metric tons in 1982 to 26,000 
tons in 1986. 


According to United Nations (UN) trade statistics, imports of fruits and 
vegetables into Hong Kong were valued at $637 million in 1985. This 
represents a 49-percent increase over 1978 imports. UN statistics classify 
some products differently than U.S. export figures. The markets for table 
grapes, edible nuts, berries, wine, stone fruit, and non-citrus fruit showed 
the highest growth between 1978 and 1985. Overall, China was the leading 
supplier of the Hong Kong market with a 39-percent share, valued at $245 
million. The United States was second with a 28-percent share, valued at $176 
million. The market shares of these two suppliers have remained constant over 
the past 8 years, although shares of specific products have shifted. 


Important shifts in market shares occurred in the apple, stone fruit, and 
fruit and vegetable juice markets. In the apple market, China’s share dropped 
from 22 percent in 1978 to 5 percent in 1985. During the same period, the 
U.S. share rose from 42 to 66 percent. In the stone fruit market, China 
slipped from the number two position with a 12 percent market share to fourth 
place with only a six percent share. China and Taiwan both suffered dramatic 
decreases in their shares of the fruit and vegetable juice markets, dropping 
from first and second positions in 1978 to eighth and twelfth in 1985.

The Hong Kong dollar is pegged to the U.S. dollar; the exchange rate 
fluctuates within a narrow band. The recent decline of the U.S. dollar 
against some major currencies, especially the Japanese yen, has not been 
reflected in the Hong Kong dollar. Hong Kong authorities periodically alter 
this fixed exchange rate, which has resulted in a 57 percent devaluation 
relative to the U.S. dollar between 1980 and 1984. The cost of U.S. 
horticultural products to Hong Kong has risen correspondingly. U.S. products 
tend to be among the highest-priced on the Hong Kong market, especially in 
comparison to products from the leading competitors, China and Taiwan. This 
higher price is caused in part by the high value of the U.S. dollar, but also 
reflects transportation costs and the higher quality of U.S. products.

The United States exported 12,784 metric tons of table grapes valued at $14.2 
million to Taiwan in 1986. Grapes rank second in value of Taiwan’s fruit 
imports; the United States is the principal supplier. Other suppliers include 
Japan and Chile, which together accounted for roughly 21 percent of Taiwan's 
grape imports in 1985. Domestic production of grapes has increased 
substantially in recent years, helped by favorable forward contracts with the 
Taiwan Tobacco and Wine Monopoly Bureau (TTWMB). The demand for imported 
grapes nevertheless remains strong and the grape import market is expected to 
continue to expand. Agricultural authorities in Taiwan plan to commit excess 
supplies of grapes to a developing grape juice industry. 


Because Taiwan’s humid climate does not favor production of European type 
grapes (Vitis Vinifera), the major varieties such as Kyoho, Black Queen and 
Golden Muscat are hybrids of European and American (mostly Vitis Labrusca) 
type grapes. All grapes produced are for fresh consumption, but substanital 
quantities are purchased annually by the TTWMB for wine production; in 1986 
TTWMB bought 32,000 tons. In an effort to develop a grape wine industry, 
TTWMB created a program to make grape growing more profitable. In 1976 the 
government signed a ten-year contract with farmers promising to pay 105 
percent of the guaranteed rice price for grapes meeting a 13 degree brix 
standard. Higher yields compared with rice provided incentive for grape 
production. Between 1978 and 1985, planted vine area almost tripled and 
grape production increased five-fold. TTWMB purchases of grapes increased 
twenty-fold, but grape wine sales only tripled; wine stocks increased. The 
TTWMB now faces an oversupply. 


One proposal offered to solve the oversupply situation is to increase 
production of grape juice. Taiwan agricultural authorities in 1985 intervened 
to process 1,000 tons of uncontracted grapes into juice. In the past, grape 
juice either was imported; domestic production was virtually nil. U.S. 
exports of grape juice to Taiwan have dropped steadily, from 383,200 liters in 
1980 to 29,491 liters in 1986.

The demand for imported grapes has grown as living standards have risen and 
consumers have become increasingly quality conscious. Taiwan’s preference for 
imported grapes apparently is because they are firm, flavorful and convenient 
to peel. Taiwan consumers customarily peel grapes before eating them and 
prefer red grapes to green grapes. Fruit consumption, including grapes, peaks 
during Chinese holidays such as the summer Moon Festival. 


Taiwan’s annual grape imports averaged 600 tons during 1975-79, compared with 
1,890 tons during 1980-84. Although the U.S. long has been the major 
supplier, imports from Chile are gaining in importance. Chile markets grapes 
similar to U.S. varieties from March to May, when no local or U.S. grapes are 
available. Queen and Tokay are the most popular Chilean varieties in Taiwan. 
Imports of grapes from Chile grew from zero in 1981 to 1,070 tons in 1986. 
Australian grapes, which are being imported on a trial basis, reportedly are 
more expensive than U.S. grapes, but higher in quality and better-packaged. 
Normally, Taiwan accounts for about 3 percent of total U.S. grape exports, 
but the 12,784 tons exported to Taiwan in 1986 represent a jump to 12 percent, 
attributed to a large and high-quality U.S. crop and aggressive promotion. 
Although the United States dominates the grape import market, Chile’s sales 
during the Northern Hemisphere offseason may reduce market share. 


The wholesale price for the local grape variety, Kyoho, averaged $0.75 per 
kilogram in 1985 compared with $2.50 per kilogram for imports. Despite higher 
prices for imports, continued growth in demand is expected. The U.S. 
Agricultural Office in Taiwan reports that recent increases in ocean freight 
charges are the biggest obstacles currently facing grape imports from the 
United States. Freight charges jumped from $2250 per van to $6200 in 1986. 
The import duty on grapes is 42.5 percent and an additional 4 percent harbor 


construction fee is levied.
